The 
cemetery was owned by Mr. Wareham 
Tuller up to November 8rd, 1900, who 
had sold plots and given deeds to pur- 
chasers. At that date the committee 
secured the following “quit claim” 
from Mr. Tuller under seal and under 
consideration that of any future lots 
sold he was to get 80 per cent.of value 
—the 20 per cent.to apply on improye- 
ments. He reseryed several plots 
which included a block where some of 
his relatiyes were buried. Virtually 
the cemetery is vested in the Ceme- 
tery Committee in trust for owners of 

lots in the cemetery. By act of the 
Fegislature such property cannot be, 
diverted for any other purpose and is 
safe to owners of plots, But I think 
it will strike any thoughtful person 
that this class of management should 
not continue, The cemetery should 
be the property of the Village Corpor- 
ation, and to that end an act of incor- 
poration should be obtained from the 
Legislature, and it should nob be de- 
terred, Such bills are passed by the 
House making only charges for cost of 
printing. If possible this should cover 
that part of the cemetery owned by 
Mrs. Walker, and it 1s possible in two 
ways :—lst, by arrangement with Mrs. 
Walker, giving her a fair sum for her 
property, and there should be added 
additional acreage to whatshe has en-

DURATION OF LIGHTNING FLASH. 


Wo possess as yet only Presse ae | 
data as to the average duration of flash 
os of lightning. Faraday thought he 
could fix it at a second, Dufor claimed 
that the Mashes of Iightning were In- 
stantaneous, and that their rapid suc 
cession gave the illusion of one flash 
of a certain duration. Herr Schmidt 
has just been devoting himself to a 
series of observations, employing a disk 
of ten centimetres diameter, bearing up- 
or a black ground a while cross, the 
arms of which were two millimetres 
across, the disk being set In motion by 
clockwork with a speed of fifty to six- 
ty revolutions a second. At certain 
flashes the cross appeared a single 
time, very distinct; the duration of 
lightning was, therefore, Inferior to the 
thine of revolution of the disk, which 
would represent about the fiftieth of a 
second, In more numerous cases the 
cross appeared two or three times, or 
even more, but with a decreasing lum- 
Inous intensity; the lightning had there- 
fore lasted during several revolutions 
of the disk.

WILL DNAUL GRAIN NEXT SEASON. 


Rapid Progress Being Made in the Con- 
struction of G. T. P. 


“Canada will have a remarkable rall- 
way when the Grand Trunk Pacific is 
built,” is the statement which was made 
recently by Mr. Collingwood Schreiber, 
chief consulling engineer to the Can- 
adian Government. 

“I have just come from the West, 
where I have been inspecting the por- 
tion of the line from Winnipeg to Ed- 
monton. I drove the entire distance 
of the route from Portage la Prairie to 
Edmonton. 


“The surveyors have found a splen- 
did line. It is practically straight, and 
the maximum grade to the eastward is 
four-tenths of one per ceut., and west 
ward five-tenths. 

“As the Grand Trunk Pacific people} 
expect to do about as well through the 
mountains from Edmonton to the Paci- 
fic, and as the national transcontinent- 
a’ surveyors have practically secured 
these grades all the way from Winni- 
peg to the Atlantic, there !s no doubt 
the line will be the best of all the trans- 
continental lines, and cabable of /the 
r.ost economic administration and hand- 
ling the greatest amount of ‘traffic at 
& minimum cost. 

“By aulumn there will be over ahun- 
dred miles of the line west of Winni- 
peg railed, and there is little doubt the 
road. will participate in the hauling of 
the crop next year. The setllers are 
going in with the road. Their shacks 
were seen dotting the prairie for the 
whole distance from Portage la Prairie 
tc Edmonton, 

“The company has sixteen surveying 
parties working to the west of Edmon- 
ton through the mountains. _ The con- 
tractors are encountering pane dimicul- 
ty in getting labor. Howev®, thereis 
nc doubt the road will be buill in a 
very short time.”

A despatch from Winnipeg says: The 
announcement was made on ‘Thursday 
by the Canadian Pacific that this year 
there have been delivered to the  ele- 
vators on the lines of the company and 
loaded direct on cars the large total of 
over ten million bushels of grain. Of, 
this very large total about half a mil- 
lion bushels have been of grains other 
than wheat. hg 

The. total receipts have been consid- 
erably over ten million, however, the 
receipts of wheat alone being only 24,- 
000 bushels short of the ten-million 
mark. The exact figures for the season 
so far are: Wheat marketed, 9,976,000 
bushels, other grains, 509,000 bushels. 

The wheat movement, nevertheless is 
greatly restricted owing to a shortage 
in cars. All railroad companies in the 
Canadian West'are completely taxed to 
handle ordinary freight, let alone grain 
traffic. The wheat is in the country, 
but owing to lack of transportation fa- 
cilities it cannot be forwarded to the 
lake front. The companies confess that 
they are unable to adequately handle 
the present volume of ‘grain traffic.

Following are the principal points 
which will be considered in the course 
of the inyestigation :— 

(1) The nuinber, type, quality and 
breeding of stallions and brood mares 
in the Proyince. 

(2) What conditions haye affected 
or are affecting the quality and num- 
ber of stallions and brood mares in the 
various sections of the Province, and 
if the effect is for good whether or 
not the same conditions could be 
applied in other sections; and if the 
conditions haye not a good effect 
what could be done to improye them. 

(8) What class of horses can most 
profitably be raised in different 
sections of the Province under the 
natural conditions found in those 
sections. 

(4) The system of owning horses by 
afsyndicate and any other plan at 
present adopted in Ontario other than 
private ownership. 

(5) The views of horsemen gener- 
ally as to the adyisability of a Stallion 
Inspection Act. 

(6) Suggestions from those interest- 
ed in the horse business as. to what 
can be done to improye conditions of 
the horse business generally, 

In order to procure this informa- 
tion the Province will be divided into 
eight districts, Two competent and 
expert horsemen haye been selected 
and allotted to each district. From 
fiye to six weeks will be spent in each 
District by the Committee appointed 
for that district. The information re- 
garding stallions will be as detailed as 
porsible, each stallion in the Province 

ing inspected, 

In addition to the work as aboye 
outlined, it is being arranged to have 
one public meeting in each County at 
some point centrally located, and 
where a special interest is taken in 
the horse industry. The object of the 
meeting is to giye any person who so 
desires an Opportunity of expressing 
his views to the Committee. The 
meeting in each County will be held 
immediately after the Committee has 
completed the work in that County.

A PEDESTRIAN WHO WALKED 100 
MILES IN A DAY. 


A Wonderful Performance by Mr, Ed- 
ward Weston at the Age 
of 68. 


To walk at the ago of sixty-eight, o 
distance of over a hunrded miles with 
a feat of which 


In twenty-four hours is 

anyone might be proud, and it ts not to 
be Wondered at, therefore, that to-day 
Mr. Edward Payson Weston, the only 
man of his age who ever accomplished 


fi, ls a happy man. Mr. Weston's lit- 
tle trip was from the City Hall, Phila- 
delphia, to the City Hall, New York, @ 
distance of 106 miles, which he complet 
ed in the remarkable time of twenty- 
throe hours and thiidy-three minutes. 
Just forty-three years ago the veleran 
pedestrian performed a similar feat, but, 
though a young man at the time, he 
took exactly twenty-three minutes lon- 
ger in accomplishing his task, and this 
In spite of the fact that the two city 
halls were some four miles closer to- 
gether then than they are to-day. 

Mr. Weston left Philadelphia City 
Hall at five minutes past twelve on 4 
recent Wednesday, determined, if pos- 
sible, to break his record of forty-three 
years ago. He wore knickerbockers, & 
white shirt, golf stockings, and a pair 
of strong leather walking shoes. His 
hat was the identical narrow brimined 
straw which he has worn in all his 
pedestrian feats, while the light cane 
he carried was the one which has ac- 
companied him in his record-breaking 
tramps during the last half-century. In 
a carriage, following the pedestrian 
wore three Philadelphian doctors. 

In his long tramp Mr. Weston took 
the same route that ~he did in 1863, 
walking to New Brunswick, N. J., 4 dis- 
tance of sixty-five miles without a single 
stop. There he slept for thirty minutes, 
and then ,took the road to Newark, 
where he arrived al 9.14 p.m. From |} 
there he went to Jersey City, where the 
Pennsylvania Railroad had a ferry-boat 
at the sip awailing his arrival. As: 
soon as the old man made his appear- 
ance he was hurried on board, and the’ 
ferry was off in record time. Mr. Wes-; 
ton reached Cortland Street, New York, } 
al 11.12 p.m., and immediately proceed- | 
ed to the City Hall by way of Green- | 
wich and Vesey Streets and Park Row. | 
He only stopped a moment at the City; 
Hall, for his goal was Fifth Avenue) 
Hotel, which he had made up his mind) 
to reach before midnight—accomplish- | 
ing his object with a good margin 
At the Fifth Avenue Hotel there was 
such a tremendous crowd that the popu- 
liar hero could scarcely make his way 
{nto the hostelry. From the ferry, how- 
ever, he had been accompanied by sev- 
era) policemen, mounted and on foot, 
and these guardians of the peace and 
order soon forced 8 way for the tired 
pedestrian, who was escorted to his bed- 
room by his physicians and a few friends 
There he was subjected to a medical 
examination, afler which he took a salt 
water bath and went to bed. 

The following morning Mr. Weston 
rose at his accustomed hour--elght 
o’clock—and soon afterwards was seen 
by the writer, to whom he gave @ few 
particulars regarding his latest feat. 
Mr. Weston is a tall, athletic-looking 
man, in spite of his sixty-elght years, 
and there was no trace of fatigue appar- 
ent in his cheerful countenance as he 
sat in the vestibule of the Fifth Avenue. 
Hote) and talked about his pedestrian 
feats past and present. 

“1 felt so fresh at the end of my last 
trip,” he said, “that I believe I could do 
the same journey with a night's rest. 
The most trying part of the trip was 
during the middle of the day, when the 
sun was beating on my head and almost 
making mé fear a stroke. But it soon 
passed, and the cool of the evening 
greatly revived me. In places the roads 
were very rough and the walking heavy, 
but I kept up a good average of four 
and a half miles an hour, and soon 
after 1 started I felt sure I should beat 
my record of 1863. The doctors who 
followed me in the carriage were afraid 
that L. might succumb, and were con- 
stantly pulling up alongside to have a 
look at me; but, bless you, I oulwalked 
three pairs of horses, and sometirnes 
they had to trot to keep up with me"— 
and the veleran gave A hearty laugh. 

“The only diet I took on the journey,” 
continued the pedestrian, “consisted of 
egus and milk, and I consumed quarts 
eft that refreshing beverage. You know 
lam a teetotaller, and I think it is due 
im a measure to my absteminous habits 
{hal 1 was able to accomplish the long 
jouriey with a minimum amount of fa- 
{igue. The only discomfort | felt was 
when the constant walking created a 
few water blisters on the soles of my 
fect, but they have already healed up, 
and | feel aS right as rain.

1 did it, and, though at the end I was 
gind to take a long rest, the walking 
did not distress me very much. In 
1874 1 accomplished a very satisfactory 
bil of walking—beltter even than my 
journey yesterduy—viz., 115 milles in 
twenty-four hours. Seven years before 
that I walked from Portland, Me., to 
Chicago, Ul., about 1,500 miles in

NO WIRELESS TO THE YUKON. 


Germany and Austria Are Adding New 
Regiments, 


A despatch from Montreal says: The 
Grand Trunk Railway, after a very sat- 
isfactory test of some new engines, 
have placed an order for fifty-five new 
Richmond compound consolidation en- 
gines with the Locomotive and Ma- 
chine Company of Montreal. The con- 
tr calls for the delivery of the  en- 
gines before January Ist, 1908. They 
are a powerful machine and are nearly 
as big as those used in mountain ser-

The tourist agent speaks of Bermuda 
ne the “Land of the Lily and the Rose,” 
which is ect enough, since lilies ore 
grown by the acre for the bulbs, which 
American florists force into Eastern 
blooms, and of roses there is plenty the 
year around, says World's Work. Real- 
ly the onion and the potato extract the 
most wealth from the land. 

The farmer grows from one to four 
oo8 a year of many of her products. 
Cullivation is confined chiefly to the hol- 
lows where the soil has accumulated in 
p ckels over the coral beds which form 


the islands. This soil in most places 
is nol more than ten to eighteen inches 
deo», a mellow Joam which looks like 


finely powdered cocoa. 

Truck farming is seareely considered. 
Potatoes and onions and lily bulbs are 
loo easily raised and several hundred 
and even a thousand dollars or more 
profit may be made from a single acre. 
But with prices falling and the Texans 
growing vast quantities of onions Ber- 
muda will eventually have to turn to 
other crops. 

The working farmer here ts the Portu- 
guese. He was imported as a farm lab- 
orer bul by thrift and good management! 
has become a tenant instead of a hired 
man. and now raises certainly half if 
not more than half the crops of Ber- 
muda, 

Of the 17,000 souls on the islands 
about 60° or 70 per cent. are negroes. 
They are Jaw abiding and remarkably 
industrious citizens, on the average very 
well educated by the colony, and they 
surprise a stranger by speaking with 
the accent of an Englishman, with lit 
tle or no negro dialect. 

When the Bermudan wishes to build a 
house he remover Irom the site the top 
soil which will probably be not above 
ten inches thick, perhaps less. Under 
this is a coral limestone, a little harder 
te cut than cheese, Instead of digging 
this oul with pick and shovel he saws 
it into blocks, sets it in the sun to dry 
and by the time he has excavated nis 
cellar the blocks are hard stone fit to 
be made into the walls of his house.

Typhoid feyer is caused, in the vast 
majority of cases, by water, milk or 
food being poisoned by the germs of a 
preyious cast of this disease, 

Water and milk are the two articles 
most particularly infected with 
typhoid. 

Heat kills the typhoid poison, there- 
fore, if your drinking water is not 
from a source beyond suspicion boil it 
for 25 or 30 minutes, 

Protect your milk from contamin- 
ation by dust and flies, or pasteurize 
it, that is, heat to 158 Fahr. or 70 
Centi-grade, Keep it at this temper- 
ature 15 minutes and then cool rapidly. 

Dirty bands may also carry typhoid 
infection, therefore, wash your hands 
carefully before allowing them to 
come in contact with food stuffs of 
any kind, 

Food become infected by flies crawl- 
ing over it or by dust from the street. 

Wash thoroughly all vegetables 
that are intended to be eaten raw, 
in water of known purity, or 
boiled and 


Keep flies out of the house as 
much as possible by screening all 


doors and windows and by the use of 
fly papers. 


Coyer allfood supplies so that flies 


and dust may not have access to 
them, 


Cleanliness is one of the greatest 


safe-guards against typhoid fever. 


The manure pile is one of the great- 


est breeding grounds for flies, it is, 


therefore, important that manure be 
not allowed to accumulate or lie 
uncoyered, 

Cleanliness of the person, and in

The Demand for Cheese. 


Nineteen hundred and six bids fair 
to rank high asa Dairy Farmer’s Year. 
Particularly is this the case in respect 
tothe price of cheese. Of late the 
output of the factories has been shrink- 
ing in volume, but it will probably be 
found, when the season’s operations 
come to be totalled up, that the aggre- 
gate will be fully equal to 1905. Cer- 
tainly the cheese has been going for- 
ward more freely from the port of 
Montreal, up to a recent date the ex- 
ports being aboye 100,000 boxes more 
than during the preyious season. This 
may, in part, af least, be due to the 
strong demand in England, which is 
certainly an actual condition. Early 
in the year it was thought by many 
that the opening high prices would be 
tollowed by a swing downward when 
the “fodder” cheese disappeared and 
the full flush of grass milk made its 
appearance, But this did not occur; 
prices steadily advanced till they 
reached what is generally regarded as 


d| phenomenal for summer cheese, There 


is little doubt but what this is due to 
legitimate demand, and not to specu- 
lation. To some extent this element 
enters into the trade eyery season, but 
the result of personal enquiries, which 
We were enabled to make recently 
among a number of the great dealers 
in London, Eng., and Liyerpool, went 
to show that the Canadian cheese was 
not only in high favor, but there was 
a strong consumptiye demand, al- 
though it was during their hottest 
seasons, when millions of people were 
away from the centers of business 
activity enjoying vacation, It may be 
true that the wealthiest classes are 
not the heaviest consumers of Ohed- 
dar cheese, but it seems only reason- 
able that the demand all round would 
be greatly stimulated with the return 
of the rest-seekers and the general re- 
sumption of the greater activity of 
the autuinn trade and manufacturing. 
As it was, even in early August a de- 
cided tone of optimism permeated the 
trade in dairy products, with every 
prospect that it would grow stronger 
as the season advanced. ‘The dealers 
thought that the Canadian dairymen 
should be congratulating themselves 
over 124 cents per pound at the 
factory for summer cheese, and, 
though it must obviously come high 
to the British consumer, we heard but 
little grumbling on the part of those 
in the wholesale trade, and they are 
constantly and closely in touch with 
the shops where the cheese is retailed.

Mounted | A Big Sulphuric Acid Plarit Now Be- 


ing Erected. 


A special despatch to the Globe 
from Belleville says :—Activity in the 
mining district in the townships north 
of the city shows no sign of abate- 
ment, The first shipment of copper 
matte from the puialtes which was 
some time since installed at the EI- 
dorado copper mine was made a few 
days ago.

The Roblin Goyernment has ordered 
that%the Union Jack shall float over 
every school building in Manitoba 
ducing school hours.

Experi- 
ments have shown that 44%. of pear 
leaves, 80lb. of poplar leaves, 51%. of 
peach leaves, 82tb. of elm leaves, and 
88tb. of locust leaves are respectively 
equivalent in nitrogenous matter to 
100%b. of ordinary manure. Vine leaves 
alone are less valuable than manure.

The Horse Industry of Ontario. 
Goyernment Experts Visit Madoc in 
Quest of Information. 


At the last session of the Legisla- 
ture of Ontario an appropriation was 
made for the purpose of inyestigating 
the horse industry and securing data 


with a yiew to its improyement. 
The Proyincial Goverament seems 
anxious to find some policy which 


will encourage more extensive and 
systematic breeding of better classes 
of The Province has been 
divided into districts, and competent 
and expert horsemen have been com- 
missioned to make a personal inspec- 
tion of all the breeding animals in 
each district, and to ascertain their 
nuinber, type, and quality, respectiye- 
ly. The class of horses that are likely 
to prove most profitable in each 
section of the country is to be de- 
termined, Views of farmers and 


horses. 


horsemen of all classes are being 
solicited, and public meetings are be- 
ing held at local points in each county 
in order that the greatest interest 
may be aroused and the desires of 
those engaged in the business may 
be made knownto the authorities. 
This work is now in progress and 
will probably last until the middle of 
November, 

With this end in view, and as an- 
nounced a couple of weeks ago in THE 
REVIEW, « public meeting was held 
in Madoc on the evening of the 17th 
inst. to hear what the horsemen of 
the district had to say on this import- 
ant subject, The Government Gom- 
missioners, Messrs, J. G. Clark, of 
Ottawa, and James Irying, of Win- 
chester, were present, they having 
made a tour of this district in com- 
pany with Mr. Fred. Comerford, Sec- 
retary of the North Hastings Farmers’ 
Institute, inspecting the different 
stallions owned in this section, 

Mr. James English, ex-Reeye of the 
township, was voted to the chair, and 
took charge of the meeting, about 50 
gentlemen interested in the horse in- 
dustry being present. 

The Commissioners explained that 
their business was not to speak but to 
listen to what the horsemen had to 
say as to the advisability of the goy- 
ernment enacting a * Stallion Inspec- 
tion Act,” imposing a license on all 
horses doing business in the country, 
with a view to putting the common or 
“scrub” horses off the road, and en- 
couraging the importation of thor- 
oughbreds in the different classes in 
general use, 

Mr. Luther Cornell opened the dis- 
cussion by expressing his decided pre- 
ference for the well-bred horses, and 
he pointed out the good that would 
be accomplished by the Goyernment 
taking action along the lines indicated, 
No mistake would be made by any 
legislation that would encourage or 
even compel the use of only thorough- 
bred stallions in the county, 

Mr. H. S. O'Hara was of the same 
opinion. He would cut ont all 
““serub” horses in the country. If 
we wanted draft horses, let it be a 
daaft horse. Ifa carriage horse or a 
trotter, keep to thatline. ~ He would 
fuyor the licensing of horses, and so 
compel the scrub to keep in his own 
stable. 

Mr. Richard Keene thought only 
good horses should be used, but it 
was also highly desirable tu breed to 
the best mares. 

Mr. Chas. Comerford approyed of 
Goyernwent legislation, if properly 
applied, There were horses designat- 
on as ‘tsernubs” that produced better 
stock than some with the official 

aper. He would not approve of a 
aw that would prohibit the use_ot 
any horse that had no pedigree. Big 
prices has been paid for inferior horses 

ust because they were pedigreed. 
They should not make a pedigree the 
standard, ‘Chat would be protecting 
millionaires at the expense of the 
general public, and he saw a “land 
office deal” in selling pedigreed horses 
if such a law went into effect. Some 
“scrubs” should not be allowed to 
travel, and should be run _ off, but 
they should keep a ‘*good” horse, 
even if he had no paper. 

Mr. Cornell could not agree with 
the last speaker, He defined a 
“scrub” asa mixture liable to breed 
back to the poorest quality, while the 
blood or pedigreed strains were sure 
of producing stock that would sell for 
better prices. He agreed that pedi- 
gree need not be the standurd, but all 
animals should be registered and 
pass inspection and be able to come 
up fo whatever standard was set, 

Mr. Comerford again contended yig- 
orously that often the so-called scrub 
horse produced stock that would com- 
pare favorably with the offspring of

A Savory Stew.—Slice thinly two tur- 
nips, two carrots, and two onions, 
brown them slightly in a broad stewing 
pan with two ounces of butter, dredg- 
ing in a little flour, and stirring to pre- 
vent it from browning too quickly, cut 
ithe cold meat into small square pieces, 
free them from fat, and brown them 
on each side in the butter, then pour 
in as much slock as may be required 
(about half a pint), season with pepper, 
stew very gently until the vegetables 
are tender. Green peas when in season 
are generally preferred to turnips and 
carrots. Arrange the meat in a circle 
and put the vegetables around it, pour 
the sauce over all. This will require 
about three-quarters of an hour to 
cook.

The Federal Govern- 
ment sent three medical experts the 
other day to make the fullest enquiries 
into the disease, which is believed to af- 
fect three families. ; 

Altenlion was first drawn to the mat-

Dominic Trivari Was Wounded in the 
Right Thigh. , 


A Toronto despatch says: Thursday 
afternoon Louis Gurofsky of the Elm 
Street branch postoffice was gashed on 
the left ear and cheek with a knife, and 
Dominic Trivara, an Italian, 25 years 
old, of 226 Teraulay Street, received a 
bullet wound in the right leg. Gurof- 
sky's brother, Joseph W., is under ar- 
rest, charged with doing the shooting.

The Great Battleship Put Through Her

Canadian Appointed. 


Made United States Minister 
Panama—Herbert G. Squiers 
the Man. 


Washington, D.C., Oct, 20.—It was 
announced at the State Department 
to-day that Herbert G. Squiers had 
been selected to be American Minister 
at Panama, to succeed Charles E, 
Magoon, now provisional Governor of 
Cuba.

From May, 1902, to November, 1905, 
Mr. Squiers was Minister to Cuba, At 
the time ot his resignation from the 
diplomatic service he was regarded as 
haying been under fire, It was charg- 
ed that he had been too greatly inter- 
ested in the Isle of Pines project, and 
there were well-defined rumors that 
this had a great deal to do with his re- 
signation, His return to the service 
is a vindication of all that had been 
said about the Minister, and shows 
that the Government now has eyery 
confidence in him. 

Mr. Squiers’ first mission was giyen 
him in 1894,when he was made Second 
Secretary of the American Enibassy 
in Berlin. He retired from this place 
in 1897, and re-entered the service in 
1898, when he was appointed Secretary 
of the American Legation in Pekin. 
While in China Mr. Squiers gained 
considerable distinction as Chief of 
Staff to Sir Claude Macdonald, the 
British Minister in Pekin, during the 
jeze of Pekin in the Boxer troubles 
of 1900, He received the thanks of 
the British Government for his ser- 
vices, Mr, Squiers is a natiye of Can- 
ada. He was born at Madoc, April 
20, 1859. He is a nephew of Mrs, Jus. 
English, of Madoc township,

After Dr. Hyslop’s speech the con- 
ference passed a resolution asking the 
Central Council of the association to 
bring the subject of noise before the 
County Councils.

JEWISH LANDOWNERS. 


In Europe They Hold 248 Times as Much 
as They Did 40 Years Ago. 


The anti-Jew. faction in Russia de- 
clares that even with the present restric- 
tions the Jews have managed to acquire 
a large portion of land, for which the 
following figures are quoted in the Jew- 
ish magazine, the Menorah: 

“Within the Pale the real estate of the 
Jews advanced from 16,000 dessiatins in 
1860 to 148,000 in 1870, 370,000 in 1880, 
537,000 in 1890, and to 1,265,000 in 1900. 

“In the kingdom of Poland the Jews 
held 16,000 dessiatins in 1860, 148,000 in 
18{0, 370,000 in 1880, 537,000 in 1890, and 
1,265,000 in 1900. 

“In European Russia outside the Pale 
Jewish landholdings is said to have in- 
creased 248 times in forty years in the 
following proportion: In 1860, 3,000 
dessiatins; in 1870, 18,000 dessiatins; in 
1880, 96,000 dessiatins; in 1890, 262,000 
dessiatins, and in 1900, 745,000 dessia- 
{nis.” 

According to these stalistics the total 
holdings of the Jews throughout the 
Russian Empire, which only amounted 
to 70,000 dessiatins in 1860, reached in 
1900 the’ high figure of 2,381,057 dessia- 
tins, out of which the Jews own as their 
property 1,445,000 dessiatins, while the 
remaining 935,000 dessiatins are rented 
by them as tenants,

On land with a heavy subsoil, the best 
results will follow from applying the 
manure in {he fresh form on fallow 
land before it is plowed. On light land 
and in a climate somewhat dry, the 
same plan will hold good, but on light 
land in a climate of considerable rain- 
fall, it would probably be better to ap- 
ply the manure afler the first plowing 
and incorporate it not far from the sur- 
face by the use of the cullivator, In any 
event the manure should be in process 
of decay in the soil so that it can yield 
food for the wheat from the first, 

Some persons slill practice reducing 
the manure by piling il and then apply- 
ing it as a dressing just before sowing 
the wheat. That is excellent fory the 
wheat, but it is wasteful of plant food 
in the manure, so much of the nitrogen 
cane during the process of fermenta- 
ion, 

COMMERCIAL FERTILIZERS. 


The nature of the fertilizer fo apply 
will depend on many conditions, So 
many that it will not be possible to 
discuss this part of the subject in a way 
at all comprehensive. These conditions 
include plant food in the land, nature 
of the soil, and the manner of prepar- 
ing it. Usually the ingredient most 
wanted in soils sufficiently supplied with 
vegetable matter is phosphoric acid. 
But in some localilies potash also is 
needed. 

One of the fine features of farmyard 
manure is that it is a complete fertilizer, 
furnishing nitrogen, phosphoric acid 
and polash. On the other hand, if all 
three ingredients are not*needed in the 
soil, in so far as they are nof, there will 
be waste, ‘es 

Phosphoric acid may usually be best 
applied as acid phosphate in growing 
winter wheat, as quick action is wanted. 
On many soils good results fallow sow- 
ing the ferlilizer at the same time as 
wheat with a suilable drill, Such an 
application with some nitrogen is favor- 
able to good growth at the first, a result 
which is essential in the growing of any 
crop that is to produce large yields. 
Nitrogen may be applied in the spring 
fo stimulate growth, and thus secure 
the desired yields. ‘This method on light 
land, fairly well stocked wilh humus, 
may be made very effective. 

To apply farm manure in moderate 
quantities and then supplement the ma- 
nure with commercial fertilizers is 
usually the most satisfactory way of 
ferlilizing lands so as to get extraordi- 
nary yield. The manure puts humus in 
the soil and furnishes a part of the fer- 
lilily, and the commercial fertilizers 
may then

ty in the land. The action of commer- 
cial fertilizers is much more perfect in 
the presence of a sufficiency of vegetable 
matter in the soil. When thus applied, 
the waste of manure from levelling is 
reduced. Good resulls follow preparing 
the land in certain areas, in a certain 
way, without ferlilizers. The process, 
meantime, seems to be purely a 
mechanical one. It consists in summer 
fallowing the land one year and grow- 
ing winter wheat on it the next. Tho 
preparation consists in plowing once and’ 
then harrowing often enough to clean 
the land and to retain in it enough of 
moisture to start the wheat when it is 
sown in the fall. 

In certain areas of the northwestern 
prairies, artificial ferlilizers have fre- 
quently been disappointing. The rea- 
sons are not fully known, Even on 
worn land the mere supplying of the 
Jand wilh humus and cleaning seems to 
give il a new leaso of producing power, 


FARM NOTES. 


Before you condemn your luck, or

In recent years the manufacture of, 
Portland cement has greatly increased, 
and a consequent reduction in price has 
brought that article within the reach of 
every farmer, so there is no longer any: 
excuse for a man to feed hogs on tho. 
ground. 5 

Much harm can be done with highly 
concentrated feeding stuffs.  Peoplo 
must use judgment in regulating tho 
quantity fed. Cotton-seed meal has the 
enormous amount of 47 per cent. of 
protein. It can be given safely only in’ 
very small does and mixed with other 
grains or meals. 

The most valuable thing the farmer or 
his wife has is health. Bank stock! 
counts for nothing by the side of it.! 
Everything they can do to preserve, 
their bodily vigor is so much added to 
the sum tolal of life. Sound health 
means happiness, comfort in {he house, 
and out-of-doors, and years full of en- 
joyment. 

Beller seed is the universal need of 
farming to-day. A very great improve- 
ment can be made in the farmer's yields 
by carefully grading the seed in a fan- 
ning mill, saving only the largest, 
heaviest and plumpest and the most 
mature kernels. This, however, is not 
sufficient for the progressive farmer. 
He wants to use a more intensive me- 
thod, and get a correspondingly better 
grade and higher yield of grain. 

There are off days on the fafm, just 
as there are everywhere.
